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Cream of the News 


Milk production on Wisconsin farms during March 
was up 4 percent from a year ago and the highest out- 
put for that month in the last seven years. 

Wholesale prices of Swiss and cheddar cheese at 
Wisconsin assembly points increased from February 
to March. 

Total cheese production in the Nation during 
February was 17 percent greater than a year earlier. 

Barrow and gilt prices at the St. Paul market de- 
clined $2.11 a hundredweight in March but were well 
above last year. 

Red meat production in Wisconsin’s commercial 
slaughter plants during February was 10% percent 
above the previous year as an increased output of 
beef offset a decline in the pork supply. 

The index of prices received for Wisconsin farm 
products at mid-March was 26 points higher than a 
year ago with milk and meat animal prices leading the 
increase. 

As the spring season began, the number of 
workers on Wisconsin farms was down about 3% per- 
cent from last year due to a decline in family workers. 

Milk prices received by Wisconsin farmers in 
March are expected to show an increase from Febru- 
ary in contrast to the usual decline. 

The total pounds of meat animals marketed by 
Wisconsin farmers in 1971 were up 3 percent from 
1970 but cash receipts from these marketings de- 
clined 4 percent. 

Stocks of meat and dairy products in the Nation’s 
cold storage facilities at the end of March were below 
a year ago. 

Cattle on feed for slaughter in the 23 major feed- 
ing states totaled 12,792,000 head up 9 percent from 
a year ago. Cattle feeders in these states expressed in- 
tentions to market 6 percent more cattle in the next 3 
months (April — June) than the same period last year. 
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MARCH MILK PRODUCTION 
HIGHEST SINCE 1965 


Production of milk on Wisconsin farms during March 
totaled 1,712 million pounds, the most for that month in the 
last seven years. Milk production increased 14% percent from 
February to March this year and was 4 percent above March 
LOR: 

During the first quarter of 1972, milk production on 
Wisconsin farms was up 3 percent from the comparable quar- 
ter a year earlier. An increase in the number of milk cows and 
a greater production per cow has been responsible for the 
higher milk output. Production per cow for March averaged 
915 pounds, 25 pounds more than the previous year. 

Daily feeding of grain and other concentrates to Wiscon- 
sin milk cows averaged 14.6 pounds per cow on April 1 com- 
pared with 12 pounds a year earlier. 

The Nation’s milk production for March was up 2 percent 
from the last year. Daily average production for March was 
nearly 5 percent more than February. A year ago daily average 
milk production showed a gain of about 3 percent from Feb- 
ruary to March. Output per cow averaged 852 pounds for 
March, an increase of 3 percent from the previous year. Feed- 
ing of grain and concentrates averaged 13.6 pounds on April 1, 
up from 12.2 pounds fed on that date in 1971.

AMERICAN CHEESE PRODUCTION TO 
REMAIN WELL ABOVE LAST YEAR 


Based on weekly receipts of milk by dairy plants, pro- 
duction of American cheese in both Wisconsin and the Nation 
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during March will continue substantially higher than a year 
ago. The Nation’s output of American cheese in March is ex- 
pected to show a 17 percent increase from the previous year. 
February’s production was also up 17 percent. Cheese plants 
in Wisconsin may produce nearly a fifth more American cheese 
in March than a year earlier, following a gain of 13 percent in 
February. National output of American cheese has exceeded 
the previous year since July 1969. 

Weekly milk receipts indicate that butter production in 
the Nation during March will be about 5 percent lower than 
last year. February’s National butter output was up 2 percent 
because of the extra day in February this year. Wisconsin’s 
butter production for March dropped considerably under a 
year ago near the end of the month and may average below 
March 1971.

MILK PRICE 
UP IN MARCH 


Wisconsin farmers are expected to receive an average of 
$5.50 a hundredweight for all milk sold in March. This would 
be an increase of 3 cents from February in contrast to the usual 
seasonal decline. In 1971 milk prices dropped | cent from Feb- 
ruary to March. 

Milk prices in February averaged $5.47 a hundredweight, 
down 1 cent from the previous month but 16 cents higher 
than February 1971. The average milkfat content for February 
was 3.74 percent, the same as a year earlier. 

Grade A milk producers received an average of $5.63 a 
hundredweight in February, a decline of 3 cents from January 
but 8 cents above a year ago. Manufacturing grade milk, at 





$5.28 a hundredweight, was up 1 cent from a month earlier 
and was 23 cents more than February 1971. The price spread 
between market and manufacturing grade milk was 35 cents 
in February compared with 50 cents a year ago.

BUTTER AND CHEESE 
PRODUCTION HIGHER 


Production of butter and cheese in the Nation during 
February was above a year earlier. Creameries churned 2 per- 
cent more butter in February than a year ago while cheese 
plants increased their output 17 percent. Production of both 
ice cream and cottage cheese during February was up 6 percent 
from last year. Some of this increased production of dairy 
products was due to the extra day in February this year. 

Wisconsin creameries churned 1 percent less butter in 
February than a year earlier. Butter output in Minnesota dur- 
ing February was down 3 percent from the previous year. 
Iowa’s butter production for February showed little change 
from last year but all other states were up 5 percent. 

American cheese production in the Nation during Feb- 
ruary increased 17 percent from a year ago. Wisconsin’s out- 
put of American cheese in February was 13 percent above the 
previous year while Minnesota had a gain of 30 percent. 
Missouri increased its American cheese production 9 percent 
from February 1971 and the other states were up 19 percent. 

National production of Swiss, Brick and Muenster, and 
Italian cheese in February was more than a fifth greater than 
last year. Output of all other varieties during February was 
down 2 percent from the previous year.

ON FARMS THIS SPRING 


As the spring season began, the number of workers on 
Wisconsin farms was down about 3% percent.

the same as a year earlier and averaged nearly one person for 
every seven Wisconsin farms. Family workers were 6,000 fewer 
than in the comparable survey week last year. 

Wages paid to hired help continued to increase. Wage rates 
as of April 1 averaged $383.00 a month with a house and 
$293.00 with board and room. Rates with a house were up 
$18.00 from a year ago while rates with board and room in- 
creased $23.00. 

Hired workers employed by the day were receiving an 
average of $11.60 with board and room and $15.20 without 
board or room. Hourly rates averaged $1.87 without board 
or room, a gain of 6 cents from April 1, 1971. 


WHOLESALE CHEESE 
PRICES HIGHER 


Wholesale prices of Swiss and cheddar cheese at Wiscon- 
sin assembly points increased from February to March. Block 
Swiss cheese, Wisconsin State Brand, averaged 72% cents a 
pound during March. This was 2 cents more than in February 
and nearly 7% cents above March 1971. Cheddar cheese, 40 
pound blocks, averaged 59.65 centsa pound for March, almost 
1 cent higher than the previous month and a gain of 1% cents 
from last year. 

Wholesale prices of 92-score butter at New York averaged 
68% cents a pound in March, unchanged from a month earlier 
but 2 cents below a year ago.

BUTTER AND CHEESE 
STOCKS LOWER 


Stocks of butter and cheese in the Nation’s cold storage 
facilities at the end of March were below a year earlier. There 
were 107 million pounds of butter in cold storage on March 31, 
about a third less than on that date in 1971. The Government 
owned 72% million pounds of butter in cold storage, 43 per- 
cent less than on March 31, 1971. 

Total cheese in cold storage at the end of March amounted 
to 286 million pounds, 5 percent under a year earlier. Ameri- 
can cheese stocks were down 6 percent from last year while 
supplies of Swiss cheese were down 44 percent. Stocks of all 
other cheese were 5 percent higher than on March 31 a year 
ago. 

American cheese stocks in cold storage totaled nearly 223 
million pounds at the end of March, the lowest for that date 
since 1953. The 6% million pounds of Swiss cheese in cold 
storage was the least for any month since June 1958. The Gov- 
ernment had 879,000 pounds of American cheese in cold 
storage on March 31 compared with 930,000 pounds a year 
earlier.

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FEWER CATTLE ON 
FEED IN WISCONSIN 


Cattle feeders in Wisconsin had 130,000 cattle and calves 
on feed April 1, 1972, a 5 percent decline from a year ago. 
Placements on feed numbered 40,000 in the first quarter of 
1972 compared with 48,000 for that quarter last year. Mar- 
ketings of fed cattle totaled 54,000 from January through 
March, a decrease of 11 percent from the same period in 
LOWAL 

Wisconsin cattle feeders intend to market 53,000 finish- 
ed cattle in the second quarter of this year, down 13 percent 
from the marketings for April through June a year ago. These 
marketing intentions do not include any animals that may be 
placed on feed after April 1 and marketed before July 1, 
LO) 

Cattle and calves on feed April 1 for slaughter market 
totaled 12,792,000 in the 23 major feeding states, up 9 per- 
cent from a year earlier. The North Central States, including 
Wisconsin, had 6 percent more cattle on feed April 1 thana 
year ago. Iowa, the biggest feeding state in this region, was 
up | percent while Nebraska, the second ranking state, showed 
an increase of 11 percent. 

The 10 Western States had 14 percent more cattle and 
calves on feed April 1 than a year earlier. Texas, the largest 
Western feeding state, was up 19 percent from April 1 last 
year. California also had an increase of 19 percent.

RED MEAT OUTPUT 
ABOVE YEAR EARLIER 


Production of red meat in Wisconsin’s commercial slaugh- 
ter plants during February was 10% percent more than in 
the previous year. Some of the increase in red meat production 
was due to the extra day in February this year. Wisconsin 
plants produced 96 million pounds of red meat in Feburary, 
9 million pounds greater than a year ago but 1% million 
pounds less than in January. Output of beef for February 
was up 24 percent from last year but the supply of pork de- 
clined 4 percent. 

Cattle slaughter for February totaled 90,000, an increase 
of 17,000 from the previous year. Average liveweight of cat- 
tle was 1,139 pounds in February, 5 pounds heavier than a 
year earlier. The February hog kill of 273,000 was 13,000 less 
than in that month of 1971. At 232 pounds average live- 
weight hogs were 2 pounds heavier than in February last year. 

Calf slaughter during February totaled 28,000, up 1,500 
from a year ago. This was the first time that calf slaughter ex- 
ceeded the previous year since June 1971. The average live- 
weight of calves was 144 pounds in February, up 6 pounds 
from a year earlier. Only 100 sheep and lambs were butchered 
during February, the same as in February 1971.

LESS MEAT IN STORAGE 
THAN A YEAR AGO 


Cold storage stocks of meat in the Nation at the end of 
March were 11 percent less than in the previous year. Beef sup- 
plies were down 9 percent and pork stocks were 18 percent 
lower than on March 31, 1971. 

There were about 275 million pounds of beef in cold 
storage at the end of March, 34 million pounds less than a 
month earlier and 27 million pounds under last year. Pork 
holdings amounted to about 316 million pounds, up 28 mil- 
lion pounds from the previous month but 71 million pounds 
less than on March 31, 1971.

1971 LIVESTOCK MARKETINGS UP 
BUT CASH RECEIPTS LOWER 


Although the total pounds of meat animals marketed by 
Wisconsin farmers during 1971 were up nearly 3 percent from 
1970, cash receipts were down about 4 percent. Cash receipts 
from the sale of cattle, calves, hogs, and sheep and lambs to- 
taled $369 million for 1971. Prices received in 1971 for calves 
averaged $39.80 a hundredweight, a record high. The average 
price of $22.50 a hundredweight for cattle in 1971 was the 
highest since 1951. 

Hogs averaged $17.80 a hundredweight for 1971, a de- 
cline of $4.70 from the previous year and the lowest since 
1964. Average prices received for sheep and lambs in 1971 
were lower than in 1970 but were above the level of recent 
years. 

On the pound basis, marketings of cattle and calves in 
1971 were slightly under a year earlier but cash receipts in- 
creased 3 percent. Total pounds of hogs marketed in 1971 
were 7 percent above 1970. However, because of lower prices 
in the first three quarters of the year, cash receipts from the 
sale of hogs in 1971 were 15 percent less than in 1970. 

Marketings of sheep and lambs during 1971 were down 
18 percent from the previous year on the pound basis, while 
cash receipts for sheep and lambs showed a decline of 16 per- 
cent.

DAIRY CALF USE UNCHANGED 


Dairy producers indicated a calf disposition unchanged 
from a year ago when their quarterly reports are summarized. 
The strong demand for feeders and veal is shown in sales 
during the first quarter as well as in the last 2 quarters. 
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PRICES RECEIVED 
INDEX UP 


Higher prices for meat animals and milk resulted in the 
prices received index for Wisconsin farm products showing an 
increase of 26 points from mid-March last year. At 363 per- 
cent of the 1910-14 base, the prices received index for the 
month ending March 15 was 2 points higher than a month 
earlier. 

After increasing for three months, hog prices declined 
from February to March but were still well above last year. 
Hogs averaged $23.10 a hundredweight for mid-March, down 
$2.00 from February but $6.00 higher than March 1971. 

Steers and heifers averaged $31.60 a hundredweight at 
mid-March, up 10 cents from the previous month and $3.80 
above a year ago. Slaughter cows, at $24.00 a hundredweight 
on March 15, were $1.00 higher than February and $3.50 more 
than last year. 

Calf prices showed another increase. Calves averaged 
$46.50 a hundredweight for March, the highest ever for any 
month. The mid-March calf price was up 70 cents from Feb- 
ruary and $8.50 above the previous year. 

Lambs averaged $27.00 a hundredweight for March 15, 
an increase of 30 cents from a month earlier and $1.50 above 
March 1971. Sheep, at $5.90 a hundredweight for March, 
were 40 cents higher than February but 10 cents under last 
year. 

Egg prices increased 4 cents a dozen from February to 
March. At 27 cents a:dozen for*mid-March;-eggs were*l-cent 
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lower than a year ago. Turkeys averaged 22 cents a pound live- 
weight as of March 15, down 1 cent from the previous month 
but 1 cent more than March 1971. 

Corn prices gained 1 cent a bushel from February to 
March. However, the mid-March corn price of $1.13 a bushel 
was 31 cents below a year earlier. Oats also increased 1 cent a 
bushel from February to March, but at 72 cents a bushel on 
March 15 oats was 2 cents under last year. Soybeans averaged 
$3.15 a bushel at mid-March, the highest price for that date 
since 1948. Soybeans rose 20 cents a bushel from February to 
March and were 38 cents above March last year.
